their wearers and wcru only parted 
with under gieut stress of necessi- 
ty. Tbuti, the golden calf is sup- 
posed to have been made entirely 
from the gold earrings of the peo- 
ple. 
Anicng the Arabs the expres- 


sion "to have a ring in one's ears" 
ia synonymous with "to beaslave," 
aud to the present day an Arab tvho 
haa been conquered by another 
places a ring through his ear as a 
sign of obedience and snrvitude. 


So general was the use of earrings 


in Rome and eo heavy were they 
that there were women whose pro- 
fession was that of "ear healer," 
who tended the cars of those ladies 
who had torn or injured tho lobes 
witb the weight of their pendants. 
These specialists were known as au- 
rieuloe ornatirei. At cne peiiod the 
Roman men took to wearing car 
rings, bnt the custom was forbidden 
by Alexander Sevenib, while in 
Greece the children wore an earring 
in tbe right ear only. 


Coming to more modern times, 


the fashion of wearing earrings ap- 
pears to have been general in Eng- 
land from the conquest. 


The early Saxons appear to have 


worn rings of plain gold in their 
ears, while in the fourteenth centu- 
ry tbese appear to have been deco- 
rated with small pearls. In the reign 
of Elizabeth earrings were adopted 
by UJSD of tashion, and tiie custom 
spread until in Jam?!: 1's time all 
the courtiers bad tlieir ears pierced. 
The earrings worn by men took the 
form of either plain wire ripgs or 
crosses or triangles of gold, studded 
with gems. 


There is a very ancient notion 


which is still held by country folks 
that tho piercing of the ears i^ good 
for the eight Tbe origin of tbis be- 
lief is lost, but it has obtained for 
centuries. It is scarcely necessary 
to state that the belief is quite with- 
out foundation' 


In the middle ages it was the cus- 


tom for lovers to present earrings 
to their mistresses, and persons who 
were about to be married used to 
stick a flower through tbe ring or 
over the ear. much as a t-lerk would 
a pen. as a sign of their being en- 
gaged. 


A curious variety of earring much 


worn during the reigns of Elizabeth 
and James I was thf ear string 
This has been alluded to by ninnj- 
wntrrs. Thus in the Westminster 
drolleries we find:

Daring the past two or three 


months, while the Ohio Southern and 
L. S * W. Have been Handling the 
eoke shipments, the roads have been 
receiving an average of one train ot 
eoke a day, which occasioned the 
running on each road ot two trains a 
day—one ot eoke loads and one of 
eoke empties—making In all an aver- 
age ot four trains a day, and most of 
the trainmen so employed have been 
residents of Lima. Traffic on both 
of these roads la so light now, 
while they still have the coke runs, 
that many ot the road men are not 
getting In as much time as they de- 
sire and when tbe coke trains go to 
the O., H. V & 1 and G & E, Ohio 
Southern and L. E. & W. through 
freight trains and engine crews will 
do well it they average every other 
day. 
Besides taking these wages out 


of Lima, the change will so reduce 
the use ot motive power as to affect 
the already alack work In tbe L. K. 
& W. shops. It is hoped that when, 
or before it possible, tne O. S. is re- 
organised, tbe management will be 
able to again secure the coke ship- 
ments.
